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Politics iu Chicago -Knock-Down Argu­ 
m ents—Brant and Anti-Brunt. 
Chicago, May 10th.—The County Dele­ 
gate Convention this morning resulted in 
several knock-downs, on account of the 
Grant men claiming the right to dictate re­ 
specting the nomination of a Chairman, aud 
the police were obliged to interfere. The 
anti-third-term delegates then organized the 
Convention, and the Grant men immediately 
bolted. It is regarded as significant that the 
Grant men consider his chance in Illinois 
desperate. They will send a delegation to 
Springfield to contest. It is understood that 
the Grant managers Bent word to the Con­ 
vention this morning that unless they were 
permitted a share of the delegates to Spring­ 
field the State Convention would instruct for 
Grant. Word was returned that such action 
could not be taken, because Grant would 
only have a minority in the State Convention. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
Chicago, May 10th.—Intense excitement 
prevails in the city over the political com­ 
plications growing out of the Republican 
primary elections iu Cook county on Satur­ 
day. The contest for'the control of the 
County Convention was the hardest ever had 
in this city, and has created a good deal of 
bad blood. 
The Inter-Ocean charges that frauds were 
committed by the Washburne and Blaine 
men at several polls, and on the other hand 
the Tribune alleges fraud in behalf of Grant. 
When the County Convention met at Far- 
well Hall to-day the passions of the different 
partisans had been so wrought up that a split 
took place, and two Conventions are now in 
session, the result of which was two sets of 
delegates sent to Springfield. 
Each of the three morning papers—Times, 
Tribune and Inter Ocean—have different fig­ 
ures as to the division of delegates elected to 
the County Convention, but all agree that 
the combined vote for Washburne and Blaine 
is greater than for Grant. 
The Inter-Ocean claims 84 out of 178, and 
the Times concedes G7 out ef 178. 
It is allowed that before the Convention at 
Farwell Hall opened a committee from the 
Grant side, consisting of Leonard Swett and 
K. S. Tnthill, waited on Hon. C. B. Farwell, 
leader of the Blaine-Washburne forces, and 
asked that a pro rata representation to the 
State Convention be conceded to the Grant 
side, and that Farwell replied that he had 
never heard of the Grant people conceding 
anything at any Convention, and as the anti­ 
Grant side was in the majority he would not 
consent to a division of the delegates. 
The Chairman of the County Committee 
(H. A. Singer) was known to be a Grant 
man, and when he called the Convention to 
order, without waiting for him to make any 
suggestion, a member arose and nominated 
Elliott Anthony—a Washburne man—for 
Chairman. 
Before Singer could say anything there 
were loud cries from all parts of the house for 
Anthony to take the chair, and amid a great 
uproar Anthony advanced to the stand, and 
Singer was hustled off the stage. 
Thereupon several rushed to the stage, and 
for a moment it looked as if there would be a 
general fight. 
Finally some kind of order was restored, 
and most of the Grant delegates withdrew 
from the hall, proceeded to the Palmer House 
and there organized a second Convention. 
It is claimed by the Grant mén that Singer 
only wished to ask if it was customary for a 
committeeman to select a temporary Chair­ 
man, when he was laid hold of violently and 
driven from the stage. 
On the other hand, it is said, in excuse, 
that it was understood to be Singer’s inten­ 
tion to put a person friendly to the minority 
in the chair, but be this as it may originally, 
it is considered that the majority were over- 
hasty and arbitrary. They had control, and 
could have voted into the chair any one they 
wanted. 
Grant’s friends claim that nothing was left 
them but to withdraw and organize sep­ 
arately. 
The Fifteenth Ward delegates, headed by 
F. C. Keakke—a Grant man—remained with 
the Farwell Hall Convention. 
The Blaine-Washburne contesting dele­ 
gation of the Twelfth Ward was admitted to 
seats in the Convention, but no other changes 
were made. 
This Convention then proceeded to appoint 
a committee to apportion delegates to the 
State Convention on the I9th instant, which 
reported to give Washburne 58 delegates and 
Blaine 34. 
The Palmer House Convention was ad­ 
dressed by Messrs. Storrs, Swett, Dan Munn, 
Clough and others. After which it was de­ 
cided to send a solid Grant delegation to 
Springfield. These two delegations were ap­ 
pointed during the afternoon. 
The split is regarded as very significant. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.] 
Chicago, May 10th.—Both Conventions 
daring the afternoon appointed full delegates 
to Springfield, that at the Palmer House 
sending a solid Grant delegation. It is un­ 
derstood that some overtures toward a com­ 
promise have been made, bul the coalition 
seem unwilling to yield in any particular, 
and there seem» now no doubt that two dele­ 
gations from Cook county will contest claims 
for seats in the Convention. 
Proposed Extension o f Tim e (o the North­ 
ern PaeiUe R ailroad—Provisions o f the 
B ill. 
W ashington, May 10th.—The bill intro­ 
duced to-day by .Representative Newberry, 
granting an extension of six years to the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, contains a pro­ 
viso that actual settlers upon agricultural 
land embraced within the limits of the land 
grants of the road Bhall have the privilege of 
purchasing a quarter section of land at $2 50 
per acre, provided it eball not apply to lands 
alreary earned by the company. The bill 
further provides that when the company shall 
mortgage or sell any of its lands, except 
for the purpose of aiding in the con­ 
struction of its road, the said lands shall 
be subject to taxation in the States or Terri­ 
tories iu which they may be located. It re­ 
quires the company to make returns every 
six months to the Secretary of the Interior 
of all such sales of lands; also to make re­ 


turns of the actual cost of construction when­ 
ever each 25 miles of load are completed, and 
provides that when the entire line is finished 
all the lands remaining unsold over and 
above the amount required to be sold to aid 
in the construction of the road shall revert to 
the Government; and further, that the Act 
shall not take effect until six months after its 
passage. 
General K iipalrlrk Offered (lie Governor­ 
ship oF W ashington Territory and De- 
elines. 
New Y ork, May 9th.—The Times pub­ 
lishes the following correspondence, which, it 
says, now sees the light for the first time :

Washington, March 15, 1S80. ( 
My Dear General: It gives me pleasure to offer 
you the place soon to be vacated, oí Governor of 
Washington Territory. I regard this Territory as 
one ot the most promising and attractive oí our 
new countries. It will be a State within a few 
years It is filling up rapidly with an excellent 
population. This note, 1 trust, will be treated as 
confidential until after the office is filled. Sincerely, 
R. B. HAYES. 
To General Kilpatrick, Washington. 
The following is Kilpatrick’s reply : 
Deckkrtown (V. J.), March 19,1S80. 
To His Excellency the President: Your very kind 
and complimtntaryjletter, offering me the Got ern- 
orship of Washington Territory, lias been received. 
1 thank you not only for the iiuuor you would confer 
upon me, but for this recognition of my services to 
the Republican party and the nation. All that you 
tay iu regard to the importance of Washington Ter­ 
ritory, and its near admission into the Union of 
States IS true, yet 1 cannot accept the position. My 
lecturing engagements extend far into June. When 
those are finished then comes the Gubernatorial 
contest in New Jersey, and the Presidential contest 
for national supremacy. I can he of more service to 
the Republican party, and consequently to the 
country, here in New Jersey and other States, than 
tilling, never so well, the responsible position to 
which you would name me.

The “ Sun" oil the M igration o f Capital. 
N ew Y ork, May 10th.—The Sun says: 
What a narrow escape the prosperity of New 
York has had in the prompt vetoing of the 
bill taxing foreign capital is shown by the 
news from San Francisco. When Kearney 
and his follow ers were doing all they could to 
have the new Constitution adopted, they rep­ 
resented that they were defending the sons of 
toil against the bloated capitalists, but the 
capitalists packed up bag and baggage and 
brought all their belongings to the East. 
The consequence of refusing to protect capi­ 
tal was, of course, to make it seek saler 
places for investment, and Kearney’s politi­ 
cal economy was not without its drawbacks. 
The Bank of Nevada has just dismissed seven 
of its principal employes because there is no 
work for them. How long will it take to 
batter into the skulls of legislators that 
money is as likely to emigrate as labor'! San 
Francisco has almost ceased to lie the market 
for mining stocks. When a lucky prospector 
strikes something fine, he rushes off to the 
East, and the up-town hotels of New York 
are at the present moment so crowded with 
mining men that iu one of these establish­ 
ments a notice has been posted, “ No mines 
received in payment for board.” 
The Kearney M eeting at New York—A 
D isclaim er Against the f.ag 
Law 
Spirit. 
N ew Y ork, May 10th.—The Evening Post 
disclaims against the gag law spirit shuwn at 
the meeting of Kearney’s sympathizers Fri­ 
day night, and says : We want no sand lot 
despotism here. We have enough despotism 
here already—despotism, for example, of the 
kind that leads to such crimes as that of 
Madison Square, and then screens the crim­ 
inals. It is idle to babble about free speech. 
A gentleman who has lived twenty-five years 
in California rose on Friday night in Cooper 
Institute to be heard. It was believed that 
his speech would be adverse to the purpose 
and temper of the meeting, and amid roar», 
execrations, and cries of “ Turn him out,” 
“ Away with him, "the intruder was practically 
gagged. This was in the tiue spirit of Kear- 
neyism. It shows clearly as volumes could 
show how much right Kearneyism has to live.

N ew Y ork, May 10th.— G. H. Lincoln, 
President of the Petroleum Exchange, has 
the following telegram from Bradford, Pa.: 
Bradsord, May 10th.—Nearly all the Bradford 
and Rexford and both pipe line stations are burned. 
Three United and two Tide-water iron tanks are 
■low burning, and more are in danger. 
Latkr.- one pump station aud two 25,000 and 
one 9,000 tank (all United) are now burning. Two 
Tide-water tanks -ir« most sure to burn. Nothiug 
else is in danger, rurty weils and eighty buildings 
are estimated burned. 
B radford, May 10th.—One 90,000-barrel 
iron tank of McCleod & Morrison aud the 
25,000-barrel iron tank of the United Pi(>e 
Lines at Rexford are still burning furiously. 
At 11 this morning one tank boiled over and 
set a second 25,000-barrel iron tank of the 
United Lines in llames. There are two other 
tanks of similar dimensions belonging to the 
Tide-water Pipe Line Company a short dis­ 
tance fuitlier down the valley, which cannot 
escape destruction. The heat is so intense 
that workmen are prevented from digging 
trenches or building dams. No other prop­ 
erty in the immediate vicinity of the burning 
tanks is in danger, and unless high winds pre­ 
vail the llames can be Confined to the oil 
tanks. The loss on oil is borne by a general 
average assessment on the patrons of the pipe 
lines. No further property was destroyed in 
Rexford beside the eighty buildings reported. 
B radford, May 10th.—The loss in Rex­ 
ford is estimated at 800,000, with a light in­ 
surance. Several dangerous fires are now 
raging in the woods near Barnum City and 
Coleville. Oil property is thickly located 
through the forests in these sections, both of 
which are twelve miles from Bradford. As 
yet little property has been destroyed at 
either place. Four hundred men are fighting 
the flames near Coleville, and a large number 
near Barnum. Brisk breezes are blowing, 
and the woods in every direction are as dry as 
tinder, making the peril very great. Rain is 
the only means of completely quelchiug the 
forest fires. 
The Anli-4'hincsc Feeling in New York. 
New Y ork, May 10th.—The Evening Post 
says: The United Christian Brethren have 
recently purchased all the houses from 24 to 
‘28 Mott street, inclusive, and one building 
around the corner in Pell street, from which 
the Chinese have been evicted. The new 
owners have executed new leases, in which a 
condition is inserted forbidding the sub-let­ 
ting of any part of a building to Chinameu or 
negroes. It is not probable that the anti- 
Chinese feeling will spread among other 
property-owners in this neighborhood. 
W ells, Fargo A i'o.’s Letter-Carrying

As soon as that has been done 
Ammen will proceed to organize the com­ 
pany. The Harbor o f Refuge M ailer. 
W ashington, May 10th.—In compliance 
with Farley’s resolution the Secretary of 
War to-day transmitted to the Senate copies 
of the majority and minority reports made 
by the Board of Engineers under authority 
of the Act of March 3, 1879, which appro­ 
priated “ one hundred and fiftv thousand 
dollars, to be expended by the Secretary of 
War in the commencement of the construc­ 
tion of a breakwater and harbor of refuge at 
such a point on the Pacific ocean between 
San Francisco and the Straits of Fuca, aH 
may, in the opinion of a majority of the 
Board of Engineers for the Pacific coast, 
be most suitable for the interests of com­ 
merce, local and general being considered.” 
Both reports are voluminous, entering into a 
minute description of the various points exam­ 
ined, and giving complete statistics of marine 
disasters along the Pacific coast for a number 
of years, together with elaborate statistics of 
the cost of the proposed work. The majority 
report is signed by Colonels C. S. Stewart 
and George H. Mendell and Major G. L. 
Gillespie. They designate Port Orford, Or., 
as the most suitable point, and estimate $8,­ 
954,050 as the total cost. This estimate of 
nearly 89,000,000 is based cm a calculation 
that the breakwater is solid, and no allowance 
is made for rocks ; but it includes 8250,000 
for the purchase of land, construction of 
buildings and other preliminary ex|>enditure8. 
The minority report is signed by l.icutenant- 
Colonel R. S. Williamson. He earnestly rec­ 
ommends Trinidad, Cal., as the best location 
for a Pacific coast harbor of refuge, and esti­ 
mates that 82.587,630 will lie ample to con­ 
struct one at that point. Both re|x»rts agree 
in eliminating from the problem, for one rea­ 
son or another, all points except Port Orford 
and Trinidad.

C heyenne, May 10th.—The Republicans 
here to-night elected nine unpledged dele­ 
gates to the Territorial Convention, which 
meets at Laramie City on the 15th instant to 
select two delegates to the National Conven­ 
tion at Chicago.

FOREIGN NEWS 
The English Grain Trade. 
L ondon, May 10th.—The Mark Lane Ex­ 
press says : The weather continues cold, 
with frosts, but has not caused much anxiety, 
as a week’s sunshine would speedily restore 
the wheat, which has lost color in some lo­ 
calities. A continuance of hopeful crop pros- 
jiects has depressed the grain trade. The 
country markets have been very moderately 
supplied. In English wheat the condition 
has improved, but the trade remains inan­ 
imate, and a decline of a shilling per quarter 
has been necessary to effect sales. At the 
close of the week, however, there wrh more 
firmness, and there were some signs that the 
decline had been rrrested. Imports of for­ 
eign wheat into London have been very 
moderate. There was a fair consumptive de­ 
mand on Monday, at a reduction of a shilling 
per quarter on white descriptions. 
The 
decline since has not much increased, 
but business (except in Russian, which 
has been taken by speculators on the pros­ 
pect of a diminution of Russian export), be­ 
ing of the merest retail charater, millers have 
taken little or no advantage of the prevailing 
low rate. They expect a fuither decline, 
which does not appear unlikely if America 
continues to ship heavily and the weather re­ 
mains favorable here and abroad. Maize is 
hardening. A good trade was done in mixed 
American at last Monday’s quotations of 23s 
Gd. Arrivals at ]x>rts of call have been mod­ 
erate. Wheat, in consequence of a strong 
Continental demand, continued to harden. 
Prices advanced a shilling, although there 
was not much United Kingdom bidding. 
Red winter closes at 57s, No. 1 standard Cal­ 
ifornia at 49s, white Michigan 50s Gd@51s. 
There has been a quiet demand for maize at 
slightly improved prices. Wheat for ship­ 
ment is not freely offered, and buyers still 
hold aloof. Maize has been held for rather 
more money, but very little business was 
done. Sales of English wheat last week were 
23,901 quarters at 40s, against 57,477 quarters 
at 40s 9d for the same period last year. Im­ 
ports into the United Kingdom for the week 
ending the 1st inst. were 1,369,262 cwt. of 
wheat and 159,550 cwt. of flour. 
German Reichstag I’rnereilings. 
B erlin, May 10th.—The Reichstag to-day 
proceeded with the debate on the second 
reading of the Elbe navigation Act. After 
seven hours’ discussion the House rejected, 
hy a vote of 125 to 123, the motion made by 
Herr Yon Benigsen to refer the bill back to 
the committee, and also rejected, by a vote 
of 138 to 110, the declaratory resolution of the 
committee that the Elbe frontier line could 
not be removed to a point lower down the 
river, except by a special bill. The House 
finally agreed to a second reading at the even­ 
ing sitting. Ministers Bitter and Hoffman 
declared that the question of the Elbe 
customs boundary would not be made 
to serve as a handle for indirectly 
destroying the status of Hamburg as a free 
port, and assured the House that the priv­ 
ileges of Hamburg should not be touched 
without the assent of the city itself; but 
they at the same time emphatically stated 
that the Government would not concede one 
iota of their right to define free territory. 
Von Benigsen thanked Bismarck for the 
deference shown for the national feeling in 
his firm assurance that he would not enter 
into an unnatural alliance with the Clericals, 
or allow a reaction in ecclesiastical matters to 
become the basis of his policy. Del Brueck 
refuted the reproach urged against him by 
Bismarck, that he went hand-in-hand with 
the Center party and that he favored par­ 
ticularism. 
The “ Levaal 
Herald " Case — Fnpald 
Soldiers. 
Constantinople, May 10th.—The British 
Embassy here and the Porte are exchanging 
angry notes relative to the suppression of the 
Levant Herald, and Wbittakei’s (the editor) 
subsequent sentence to 17 months’ imprison­ 
ment for publishing a new number of his 
journal. The Embassy maintains that the 
decree against Whittaker is informal and can­ 
not be recognized, and that Whittaker can 
only be condemned after trial. The Porte is 
indisposed to a trial, because Whittaker’s 
contumacious issue contains grave charges 
against the Grand Vizier, which would by a 
trial gain greater publicity. The Porte in­ 
sists upon attempting to inflict summary pun­ 
ishment. Whittaker meanwhile has left the 
city, and the Embassy refuses to countenance 
or assist in the execution of the decree 
against him. 
The Porte has not yet succeeded in arrang­ 
ing the payment of Balanes, and the distress 
among the officers is very great. Captain 
Pasha has been mobbed hy women whose 
husbands are away in service. They threat­ 
ened to throw their children under his feet 
Em peror W illiam —Blsm arek. 
B erlin, May 10th.—Emperor William re­ 
turned here to-day. 
Bismarck’s speech in the Reichstag Satur­ 
day has produced a disquieting and painful 
impression. It is inferred that age is telling 
upon him and his constitutional elasticity is 
giving way. Nobody believes that he i« in 
earnest when he talks of resigning. 
Germany and B im etallism . 
L ondon, May 10th.—A letter from Berlin 
to the Economist, upon the subject of the al­ 
leged tendency of the German Government to 
favor the resumption of the double standard, 
says: “ Not the slightest credit is due to 
such rumors. Leading financial authorities 


of all shades of opinion are united in the be­ 
lief that it is impossible for Germany to 
resume tbe double standard without the co­ 
operation of England. Undoubtedly an able 
and influential bimetallist party exists in 
Germany, and still hopes to secure England’s 
help in monetizing silver; but they agree 
with the single standard party in opposing 
isolated action.” 
Bism arck’s Speech—New Boundary Line. 
B erlin, May 10th.—Bismarck’s speech in 
the Reichstag Saturday was applauded by the 
Right and emphatically hissed by the Left. 
A Commission will probably be ap]«>inted 
to trace a new boundary line, which will in­ 
clude Altona within the customs frontier, 
but which will leave St. Paul, or a greater 
part thereof, in the enjoyment of the free 
port privileges appertaining to Hamburg. 
Albanian Indrpeudenre. 
B erlin, May 10th.—The first number of 
the new official organ published iu the Al­ 
banian language at Scutari contains a declar­ 
ation of independence signed by All Pasha 
and the secular and ecclesiastical chiefs of 
the Mohammedan aud Roman Catholic tribes. 
The manifesto vindicates the inalienable 
right of the Albanians to autonomy, does 
away u itli the rule of Padishah, and dismisses 
all Turkish civil and military officers until 
they are reappointed by the league. Turkish 
troops have joined the league. AU those not 
favorable to the new regime have been ordered 
to leave the country. 
Fnliil Dynam ite Explosion. 
G eneva, May 10th.—Eighteen persons 
were killed or wounded by an explosion of a 
dynamite magazine at Faido to-day. 
Affairs in Afghanistan. 
Cabul, May 10th.—A mission from Abdur 
Rahman Khan has crossed the Hindoo Kush 
mountains. 
Genei al Ste wa rt has arri ved a t Candahar, and 
a successful settlement of affairs there has 
improved the political position. 
It is considered immaterial whether Monga 
Khan, son of the ex-Aineer, conies to Cabul 
or not. 
The tribes are quieting down. 
Rombartletl anti Burned. 
L ondon, May 10th.—Bataugo, on Cam­ 
eroon’s river, ou the west coast of Africa, has 
been bombarded and burned by the British 
on account of the capture and ill treatmeut 
of British subjects by the natives. The 
Basutoa are surrendering their arms. The 
colonists believe that this is the closing act of 
the troubles in South Africa. 
The Indian Deflrlt. 
L ondon, May 10th.—Henry Fawcett, in 
his letter recalling the statement in regard 
to the Indian budget, says tnat the Marquis 
of Harrington informs him it was not until 
the 8th of April, w hen Parliament had been 
dissolved ami elections were barely concluded, 
that the telegram reached the Indian Office 
about the erroneous estimates iu the budget. 
The Duck Laborer»' Strike. 
L iverpool, .May 10th.—Several steamship 
companies have conceded the advance in 
wages demanded by the dock laborers, but a 
majority have refused the demand, and many 
transatlantic steamers are waiting to be dis­ 
charged and loaded. 
I’rnm islng lo ll K illed. 
L ondon, May 10th.—The colt Clarencieux, 
third in the city and subuiban handicap, 
broke a leg while exercising, and had to be 
killed. 
An Insulted M inister. 
B erlin, May 10th.—Baron Von Rudhart, 
the Bavarian Minister to Prussia, whom Bis­ 
marck angrily reproved for opposing Prussia 
in the Bundesrath, has tendered his resigna­ 
tion. and it is said King Louis has ac­ 
cepted it. 
The Chlle-Peruvlnn W ar—Affairs in Pern. 
Newt Y ork, May 10th.—John G. Meiggs, 
a railway contractor in Peru, brother of 
Harry, has been here several days. He says : 
“ The war between Chile and Peru has 
hardly begun, and the struggle will be long. 
Whatever may be the result, Peru has before 
it a period of expansion and development. 
Peru is the greatest sugar-producing country 
in the world. Think of from three to eight 
cuttings from the same ro< >t of sugar-cane be­ 
fore a new planting is necessary. The labor 
question is exciting great attention. There 
are about 30,000 Chinamen in Peru, and we 
would be glad to get more. They are the best 
workers in the country.” 
HIM ELLANEOFS. 
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There were 4,657 immigrants in Castla 
Garden, New York, yesterday, 3,139 of 
whom arrived that morning in three steam­ 
ships. 
A Pesth (Hungary) dispatch says that the 
celebrated mare Kiucsem, winner of several 
races in England and on the Continent, is 
dead. 
Some thousands of dock laborers at Liver­ 
pool have struck for an advance in wages. 
Steamer owners are much inconvenienced. 
One firm will accede the advance. 
A London dispatch says the channel squad­ 
ron, cruising for the training ship Atalanta, 
has arrived in Bantry Bay. There are no 
tiding3 of the missing vessel. 
All the persons missing after the fire in 
Gray’s Inn Road, London, have been ac­ 
counted for. 
Delegates from the cotton-manufacturing 
towns in England have resolved to accept 
the offer of an interview with their masters. 
The operatives express a determination to 
strike Wednesday unless an advance of five 
per cent, is conceded. The sufferings of 1878 
are expected to be again witnessed. 
Gustav Flaubert, the French novelist, is 
dead, aged 59 years. 
Russia is reported to have consulted the 
European Governments and the United 
States upon the advisability of transferring 
her Embassy from Pekin to Shaughai, on 
account of the excitement at Pekin. 


MINTS (J NOTES. 
The Melbourne Argils estimates the 
yield of gold in Victoria in 1879 as less 
than half what it was in 1868. 
Gold is found in fifty-six counties in 
Georgia, silver in three, copper in thirteen, 
iron in forty-three and diamonds in twenty- 
six. 
Twelve miners are now employed on 
Treasure Hill, White Pine county, Nevada. 
Five of them are chloriding in the North 
Aurora. They ship their ore to Eureka, 
and make fair wages. 
- 
The latest mining excitement in Mon­ 
tana is in the direction of Horse Plains, 
at a point near the head of Thompson river 
and about 100 miles from Missoula. The 
camp is called Maginnis Gulch. 
Three gold bars from the Smartsville 
(Yuba county) hydraulic claims have lately 
been shipped to an assay establishment in 
San Francisco. Two of the bars weighed 
respectively $‘29,600 and $18,000. 
All the placer claims in the vicinity of 
Idaho City are running night and day. 
There is more water in the creeks now than 
ever known before since the discovery of 
the camp, and the great depth of snow in 
the mountains promises an unusually long 
run for the placer miners this season. 
A party of mining men from San Jose, 
Cal., arrived at Winnemucca, Nev., last 
week, with supplies for a summer’s work 
on Willow creek, in the northern part of 
Humboldt county. Some members of the 
party visited the district a year ago and 
located several claims, one or more of which 
they propose developing this summer. 
Beveridge District is situated on the 
eastern slope of the Inyo range of White 
mountains, and has loDg been believed to 
be rich in the precious metals. Gold is 
found in this district in four different 
formations or states in the rock—a very 
fine or flour gold, a needle-pointed gold, 
a wire gold, and a coarse or scale gold. 
A gentleman writing from Tombstone 
District, Arizona, states that the camp is 
overdone in every branch of business, and 
that he has never seen as many men with­ 
out employment and without money. 
Nearly all of the labor outside of the min­ 
ing and milling is done by Mexicans, who 
work for but a slight advance over China­ 
men’s wages. 
A number of persons are making ar­ 
rangements to commence work on some of 
the antimony ledges which are known to 
exist in Elko county. Nevada. They have 
had satisfactory offers for the various 
grades of the ore, and those interested in 
the enterprise are confident that it can be 
found in paying quantities and mined at 
comparatively little expense. Operations 
will probably be commenced by the last of 
the present month. 
A shoestring saved a little girl’s life at 
New Haven the other day. It caught on 
a nail as she fell out of a third-story win­ 
dow, and held her from death until as­ 
sistance came.

In the case of the people of the State of 
California vs. Joseph P. Hoge, an action to 
test the legality of the Freeholders' elec­ 
tion, Judge Wilson, of the Superior Court, 
rendered an opinion to-day sustaining the 
validity of the election. 
The schooner Claus Spreckles took forty- 
five laboring men on board this morning, 
bound for Maui Island, one of the Hawaiian 
group. The men go to the island under a 
six months’ contract, aud will receive $‘2fy 
per month, their board and their passage 
thither. 
Loyal Mexicans residing in San Fran­ 
cisco are somewhat exercised over the pres- 
sence of one Colonel Cota, who was second 
in command under General Marquis de 
Leon. Some think that he is here for the 
purpose of raising volunteers, or ptrhap9 to 
procure arms and ammunition. 
The Italians of this city have given up 
the scheme to build an Italian Catholic 
Church.

The body was 
found lying between the tracks on the 
trestle-work on Townsend street, between 
Eighth and Ninth, and the head fully 
twenty feet distant. The dog was playing 
in the street in front of the Health Office 
late in the afternoon, when he ran around 
the corner of Dupont street, and was not 
again seen alive by bis keeper. Monarch 
was twenty-two months old, weighed sixty- 
five pounds and was out of imported stock 
from England, his sire bemg the noted 
Speculator. He took the Becond prize at 
the Pacific Club meeting at Modesto, a few 
months ago, and the first prize at the Pin 
neer Club conrsing meeting some two 
weeks later. The sum of $750 had been 
offered for the dog and refused by thi 
owner.

A gentleman of Hartford, Conn.. was 
oyed, and so was his wife, by the cal­ 
culating audacity of a veteran rat, which 
defied every means that had been taken to 
keep him out of the house. He even 
gnawed his way into the pantry and got 
into the sugar bowl. The lady put it next 
night in a secure place and placed tightly 
over the bowl its solid earthenware cover ; 
but next morning it was apparent that the 
rat had been in the sugar bowl again. He 
had lifted up the cover. He treated steel 
traps and wire traps with contempt, and 
stuck to the sugar—getting a good fill of it 
every night—lilting off tbe cover to get into 
the bowl. Finally the bowl was covered 
and then placed in a tight round wooden 
box, on which a cover was also snugly 
fitted; but in the morning it was found 
that the rat had been there and got off both 
covers. He was at last captured by placing 
sugar on a newspaper stretched over a bar­ 
rel of water, the paper being cut so as to 
let him fall in. 
Another resident of that city being 
troubled with rats, set a large circular wire 
trap, to which there were two doors, one 
inside the other, and so placed as to fall 
down firmly after the rut got in. A cun­ 
ning old rodent, smelling at once the cheese 
and the danger, managed to hold up tho 
inner door, lifting it on his back, in such a 
way as to enable him to get out after eat­ 
ing the cheese ; and this he did night after 
night, until an additional wire was so fast­ 
ened across the door as to prevent him fn in 
lifting it, and so he was caught. He was 
placed finally in a tight room and a cat let 
in. She “ tried him on,” but be whipped 
her, and she fled from him. One after an­ 
other, six cats, borrowed from the neigh­ 
bors, were let in to “ tackle” that rat, and 
all of them showed the white feather. The 
rat was finally killed by knocking hi in on 
the head.

ZINCOGRAPHY FOR AMATEURS 
In a recent paper read before the London 
Society of Arts, Thomas Bolas, F. C. S., 
described zincography as a simple and 
easy mode of printing in the following 
fashion : Zincography, he said, is similar 
to lithography, except that a zinc plate is 
employed in place of the lithographic 
stone. The so-called transfer paper is 
merely a moderately fine paper which has 
been brushed over, on one side, with a 
mucilaginous mixture prepared by boiling 
together tho following: W ater, 1.00G 
parts; starch, 100 parts ; gamboge, 6 
parts ; glue, 1 part. This paper is written 
upon with the ordinary commercial litho­ 
graphic writing ink, which has been rubbed 
up with water like an artist’s water color. 
The writing being dry, it is necessary to 
moisten somewhat the back of the trans­ 
fer by means of a damp sponge, after which 
it is laid face downward on a sheet of 
ordinary roofing zinc, which has been pre­ 
viously cleaned by means of emery cloth. 
Both being now passed together under the 
roller of a small press, tbe transfer ad­ 
heres to the metal plate ; but on dampening 
the back of the paper it becomes easily re­ 
movable, leaving the writing on the zinc. 
The face of the zinc plate is now gently 
rubbed over with mncilage of gum arahic, 
which is all the better for being slightly 
sour, and the excess of gum having been 
sponged off, an India rubber inking roller 
charged with ordinary printer’s ink is 
passed over the still damp zinc plate a few 
times. The ink takes only on the linea 
of the transferred writing, and it is merely 
necessary to lay a sheet of white paper on 
the plate and to pass both through the 
press to obtain an impression - an exact pro­ 
duction of the original writing. Any num­ 
ber of copies can be printed by repeating 
the operations of damping and inking. 
The ziucographic process, thus Amplified, 
is rapid, economical aud within the reach 
of every one. 
A Portsmouth, N. H., fishing schooner 
last week brought in the largest cod fish on 
record, weighing 198 pounds. The average 
weight of the cod is abont eight pounds, 
and the largest specimen alluded to by Dr. 
Storer in his “ Report on the Fisheries of 
Massachusetts,” weighed 107 pounds.

THE LAST BOLT. 


I t has been very frequently remarked of 
late th at all the talk of bolting proceeded 
from the anti-G rant element among the 
Republicans, and that the G rant men were 
conspicnons by their abstention from all 
threats of the kind. 
As the G rant n. 
have affected to believe th at their candi­ 
date was certain to be nominated on the 
first 
ballot, 
perhaps 
it 
would 
have 
hardly been consistent for them to have 
talked of bolting, but at length the pros­ 
pect of defeat lias developed their human 
qualities, and they too are taking the 
obnoxious method of expressing their dis­ 
satisfaction. 
Having been defeated in 
Cook county, Illinois, the Grant supporters 
have declared their iuteution to bolt, and 
to send a separate delegation to .Spring­ 
field. 
This shows that the tight between 
G rant and Blaine in Illinois has already 
become too heated for the preservation of 
the ordinary political courtesies, and the 
fact is full of significance. 
I t indicates a 
tendency 
towards 
mutual 
destruc­ 
tion 
as 
between 
these 
two 
rivals, 
and makes it increasingly probable that 
neither of them will be able to get the 
nomination at Chicago. 
Indeed the rela­ 
tions between the supporters of Grant, 
Blaine and Sherman are rapidly becoming 
so embittered th at it is quite possible 
these three candidates may kill one an­ 
other in the Convention. 
The prospect of 
G rant’s nomination is certainly greatly di­ 
minished by the Illinois situation, but it 
is not clear that Blaine has effected a cor­ 
responding gain. 
The way things are 
tending now the possibility of a "d a rk 
“ horse” being the winner becomes greater 
continually. 
No doubt another change in 
the situation may occur before the Con­ 
vention assembles, but if the remaining 
States are divided pretty equally between 
G rant and Blaine it is on the cards that 
these two will neutralize one another, and 
compel the nomination of a new man. 


BEGINNING TO SEE IT. 


PROPOSED 
DIVISION 
OF 
THE 
STATE. 


The W ard Club Presidents of the San Fran­ 
cisco Workingmen are beginning to see that 
the sand-lot agitation is doing them harm. 
Perhaps the main reason of this enlighten­ 
m ent is the circumstance th at the W ard 
Presidents have been abused at the Sand- 
lots, for they never had any suspicion that 
th a t element was mischievous so long as 
it confined its abuse to other people. 
The 
K eam eyites at present, however, are in a 
demoralized condition. 
They have no ad­ 
viser upon whom they can rely, and their 
programme for the future is full of perplex­ 
ities. 
The most natural course for them 
now would be to sink back quietly into 
the arms of the Democrats, who are w ait­ 
ing to receive them, and who will agree to 
lot bygones l>e bygones if only they will 
come home again. 
The sand-lot element, 
which has become a mere turbulent and 
chaotic rabble, is a stumbling-block. 
I t is 
ju st now playing the role of the Paris mob 
in the Revolutionary Convention, suspect­ 
ing everybody, abusing everybody, and 
content to follow no rational policy. 
The 
W ard Presidents do not know how to deal 
w ith this clement, and so they merely re­ 
turn its abuse, and express their opinion 
th a t it will be “ the ruination of the party.” 
Perhaps it will, but perhaps “ the ruina- 
“ tion of the p a rty ” is already accom­ 
plished, and this seems the more plausible 
theory, upon reflection. 


Miners recently returned from Custer 
O ity, Black Hills, assert that the glory of 
th a t place has forever departed. 
In these 
days, when a stranger in buckskin, loaded 
down 
with knives and 
revolvers, ea­ 
ters 
the 
town and 
yells 
out 
that 
he is the great Rocky M ountain 
Ibex 
and spoiliog to shed gore, no one gives 
him a second look. 
If he jumps into a 
saloon and slams down a buckskin bag full 
of dust and calls for the drinks for the 
crowd, the saloonist won’t touch a decanter 
until he opens the bag to see if it isn’t 
filled with brick-duit. 


Some of the southern counties of Cali­ 
fornia are anxious to secede and set up a 
separate State on their own account. 
The 
motive for this agitation is alleged to be 
dissatisfaction at the lack of attention paid 
to th at section by central and northern 
California. 
Several southern journals take 
the ground th at these counties are ignored 
or sacrificed ; th at San Francisco’3 inter­ 
ests control everything politically ; and 
th at besides this Southern California is in 
many respects a distinct region, requiring 
special treatm ent, and separated as re­ 
gards its material interests from the rest of 
the State. 
W hen it is asserted th at the 
territory embraced in this State is too ex­ 
tensive to be properly administered by one 
Government, there is a measure of tru th 
iu the position. 
If California were settled 
up, and if it contained as many millions 
aa it can support, it is quite probable th at 
the disadvantages of a single government 
might be such as to justify the division of 
the.State. 
It may be cor ceded as strongly 
probable th at a time will come when such 
a division will be unavoidable. 
But it 
certainly 
does 
not appear th at 
this 
stage has yet been 
reached, 
and the 
arguments of our southern con temporarias 
are not of a kind to produce conviction. 
They seem to think th at Los Angeles can­ 
not be built up into a considerable city so 
long as San Franeisco interests exercise so 
strong an influence upon legislation. Tiiey 
are very jealous of San Francisco, and they 
permit themselves to be carried away by a 
somewhat exaggerated idea of the capabil­ 
ities of their own section. 
W e think it 
extremely probable, however, th at South­ 
ern California will discover in a short time 
the impotence of San Francisco or any 
other interests to retard the growth of 
cities or regions which possess the neces­ 
sary elements of prosperous development. 
Los Angeles is now in a fair way to 
success. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad 
must build her up, and with her the 
southern 
counties 
generally, 
and the 
people of those counties will soon perceive 
th at political power cannot hinder the 
expansion of any section. 
The agitation 
for division of the State has grown out of 
dissatisfaction with the past stagnation of 
Southern California. 
The people, casting 
about to find reasons for this torpor, have 
imagined th at they were somehow unjustly 
discriminated against by their neighbors, 
whereas the explanation of their condition 
was material and notpolitical. The northern 
counties have precisely the same justifica­ 
tion for demanding separation th at the 
southern counties possess, but such a step 
has never occurred to them, because their 
prosperity has been tolerably steady and 
continuous. 
W hen our southern friends 
have experienced the stim ulus of improved 
communications and new markets a short 
time, they will realize how little political 
influence has to do with material growth, 
and they will then probably cease to be­ 
lieve th at separation will bring them in­ 
creased prosperity. 


Some of the southern country journals 
assert th at a separate State Government 
will not cost them any more than they now 
have to pay. 
In this we are satisfied they 
are very seriously mistaken. 
The erection 
of a separate government would involve the 
creation of a great many new offices, the 
construction of a whole new and expensive 
machinery, the exposure of the young 
State to the intrigues of demagogues, and 
a score of tax-consuming arrangements. 
The population of the southern counties is 
as yet far too small to justify a change of 
this character, and it would certainly not 
be for the best interests of the southern 
people. 
I t is the aim of wise and public- 
spirited statesmanship always to simplify 
the machinery of government as much as 
possible, but our friends wish to compli­ 
cate it. 
W hen such unreasonable propo­ 
sitions are advanced, moreover, it is open 
to suspicion th at selfish interests may 
be behind them. 
The hope of obtaining 
office, or increased political power, has 
often blinded the few to the interests of 
the many, and led to the advocacy of 
changes which have no support in reason 
or necessity. 
W e believe th at Southern 
California would very soon tire of her new 
dignities and responsibilities if she could 
have her own way, and th at her people 
would find th at they had exchanged the 
government of King Log for th at of King 
Stork. 
I t is often better for a section 
to be neglected a little than to be at­ 
tended to 
too 
much. 
The 
southern 
folks have always had their just share 
of representation, and we do not see 
th at they have any solid ground for 
complaint or dissatisfaction. 
B ut if they 
are determined upon separation there is 
only one way by which they can secure 
their end, and th at is by showing th at 
they possess the materials for a separate 
State. 
Let them settle up their country 
until they have at least a million souls in 
it. 
Let them build up their towns until 
they have established their prosperity. 
And if then they still retain their present 
fancy for separation, it is possible that 
Congress will listen to them. 
Thus far, 
however, they are prem ature in their de­ 
mands. 
A generation hence will be early 
enough to make them seriously, if they 
must be made at all. 


DEMOCRATIC 
PROSPECTS. 


The probability th at Tilden will control 
the Democratic National Convention in­ 
creases all the time, and it has almost be­ 
come a simple question w hether he will 
insist upon the Presidential nomination for 
himself, or choose the candidate for the 
party. 
I t is time, therefore, to inquire 
w hat bearing his nomination is likely to 
have upon the campaign. 
H itherto it has 
been far too generally assumed by Repub­ 
lican journals th at almost any Republican 
candidate can beat Tilden. 
The grounds 
for such an opinion, however, are not sub­ 
stantial enough to be satisfactory. 
In the 
first place it m ust be remembered th at at 
the last Presidential election the Demo­ 
cratic vote exceeded the Republican by 
over a quarter of a million. 
The figures 
were : Tilden, 4,284,265; Hayes, 4,033,­ 
295 ; Tilden’s majority being 250,970. 
So 
far as votes went, therefore, the Re­ 
publican candidate was b eaten ; and in 
the electoral oolleges he won the race by 
only a single vote. 
I t is olear from these 
facts th at there is no room for excessive 
confidence on the part of the Republicans. 
W hen we turn to the present indications, 
moreover, we are forced to realize th at no 
very im portant change is apparent in the 
relative strength of the parties. 
The 
Democracy has lost very little since 1876. 
And though it may be alleged th at the 
exposures made concerning Tilden’s connec­ 
tion w ith the cipher dispatches have di­ 
minished his eligibility as a candidate, it 
must be remembered th at a Democratic 
Congress whitewashed him in th at affair, 
and that consequently he is at least techni­ 
cally as acceptable to his party as any 
other candidate. 
And though there has 
been at the South a good deal of dissatis­ 
faction expressed at the prospect of his 
nomination, it is quite evident th a t the 
Southern Democrats m ust support him 


if he is placed on the ticket, and that 
they will do so rather than give their 
votes to any Republican. 
I t will not do 
to measure Democratic views as to the eli­ 
gibility of candidates by Republican stand­ 
ards, either. The Democrats do not as a rule 
forsake their candidates because they may 
be convicted of dishonesty or any other 
objectionable qualities or deeds. 
They are 
prone to cling to them blindlj’, having first 
accepted them unquestioningly, and it is 
only reasonable to conclude th at they will 
follow their habitual practice in this case. 
The situation therefore resolves itself into 
this shape : First, appearances indicate 
th at Tilden can have the nomination if he 
wants it. 
Second, there are good reasons 
to believe th at he does w ant it. 
Third, 
should he receive it, the probability th at 
he will obtain the almost undivided vote of 
his party Í3 very great. 
The moral of all 
these deductions is th at the Republican 
party cannot afford to put any dependence 
upon Tilden’s weakness, but th at it is more 
than ever incumbent upon it to nominate 
the strongest candidate it can find. 


DECEMBER 
IN MAY. 


Decidedly there is something wrong 
about the general system of tilings at this 
time, for such weather as we are enduring 
has never been experienced since Drake 
sailed past San Francisco Bay, or Father 
Junípero Serra planted his Mission. 
We 
have not had any warm weather yet, and 
we are almost in the middle of May. Sum­ 
mer clothing is a ghastly mockery, and 
overcoats and umbrellas areas much in de­ 
mand as in the depths of an ordinary win­ 
ter. 
Y esterday was a regular December 
flay, gusty and cold, winding up w ith a 
rain-storm of 
the most uncompromisng 
character. 
It is to be feared th at this late 
rain will do very serious injury to the 
crops. 
If enough does not fall to lodge 
them, rust 
will 
probably 
be 
caused, 
and nothing but a speedy 
and 
pro­ 
tracted series of strong northers 
can 
restore the balance, and undo the mischief. 
The very exceptional character of the 
weather this year must give renewed con­ 
fidence to the cheerful souls who have 
been building on the prediction that the 
end of the world will be due in 1881. 
It 
m ust also encourage those speculative sci­ 
entists who have apprehended great mete­ 
orological disturbances from approaching 
planetary conjunctions and sun-spot cycles. 
But w hether any or all of these predictions 
and speculations are well-founded does not 
materially affect the fact th at the weather 
we are being supplied w ith is altogether 
unsuitable to the time of year, and appa­ 
rently a remainder from the unsold stock 
of last season.

Crop reports from a’l portions of the 
State are favorable.

The next harvest bids fair to be the 
largest ever known in the State. 
A bald-headed man at Elko, Nev., has 
prepared for warm weather by having an 
artist paint a large spider in the center of 
the hairless space to scare away the flies. 
Nearly every family in Antioch has dur­ 
ing the month past been alHicted with the 
measles. 
The disease among children is 
light, but some of m ature age have been 
dangerously ill. 
Mass meetings are no longer seen in front 
of the brokers’ offices in Virginia City. 
In 
these degenerate days a surging crowd of 
three, seen in front of a bulletin board, at- 
racts attention. 
The Carson Times says th at the Virginia 
and Truckee Railroad paid off its four 
hundred employes Saturday, distributing 
from §40,000 to §45,000 in sums ranging 
from §50 to §250 each. 
The seven or eight hundred miners at 
Bodie, who have been paid off within the 
past three days, are indignant th at they 
were each compelled to pay §7 taxes—§2 
poll tax, §2 road tax, and §3 hospital tax. 
The irrigators on the farm of F. A. 
Tracy, near Bakersfield, last week took 
pains to count the gophers drowned out in 
the fields th at had not been watered for a 
long time. 
In one the number was over 
600, and in the other upwards of 400. 
Winnemucca, Nev., is infested with 
tramps, who are insolent in their demands 
for food or money, and are persistent in their 
demands until they get one or the other.

Prison for firing his own house in the day 
time, bnt if he gets up in the night, goes 
for his matches and makes a bonfire of his 
residence, he commits no crime and is not 
amenable to any law of the State of 
Nevada, unless the house is occupied by 
some one a t the time. 
Should he set fire 
to some other man’s place, he would be 
guilty of arson. 
McCormick therefore 
owes his escajie from State Prison to the 
carelessness of the law-makers.

T ccson, May 10th.—A special to the Star 
from Yuma the 10th, at 4 P. M., says : Major 
Brayton’s battalion of the Eighth Infantry 
returned from the scene of the Chemehuevas 
difficulty by the steamer Gila this morning 
with the murderers of Calloway and Landon 
iu irons. 
He reports that last week the In ­ 
dians abandoned their homes near the Blythe 
tract, burning their houses and destroying 
large quantities of wool piled along the river 
bank, and fortifyed themselves on the desert 
at a point forty-five miles from the Colorado 
river in a very rough lava country, where 
they guarded the only water with their best 
force and prepared for war, sending their 
women to the next water, sixty iniles beyond. 
The prompt movement of the troops by the 
San Bernardino road on the north, Fort 
Mojave on the east, and Fort Yuma on the 
south has resulted in the surrender of the 
tribe and the delivery of the murderers to 
Colonel Price, whose success has saved many 
lives and much money.

The Board of City Trustees held their reg­ 
ular m e e tin g y e s te rd a y forenoon, all mem­ 
b e rs b eiD g p re s e n t. 
After reading and approval of the minutes 
of the previous meeting the following busi­ 
ness was transacted: 
contracts aw arded. 
Proposals were received for sprinkling Dis­ 
trict No. 7, and the contract for doing the 
work was awarded to Joseph Burns for the 
sum of $619. 
A communication was received from J. (J. 
Brown, Superintendent of t'oe Capital Gas 
Company, proposing to furnish the water 
works with coke during the yearcommencing 
May 1, 1880, upon the same terms as furnished 
during the previous year. On motion, the 
same was accepted. 
WATER works report. 
John A. Cunningham, Chief Engineer, of 
the Water Works, reported that during the 
past week the works had been running 168 
hours, the total number of gallons of water 
pumped was 10,765,750, and the amount of 
fuel consumed in pumping the same was 
1,045 cubic feet of gas coke. 
PETITIONS CHANTED. 
On filing the proper application, Weinstock 
k Lubin were granted permission to extend 
their oue-story frame building and basement 
forty feet back, ou their lot on K street, be­ 
tween Fourth and Fifth.

Dr. I. E. Oatinan asked for an extension of 
time in which to raise his sidewalk at Elev­ 
enth and G streets, and the matter was re­ 
ferred to the Street Commissioner. 
On application William Turbin w-as granted 
permission to take alkali earth from the block 
between Thirteenth and Fourteenth, B and C 
streets, conditioned on his replacing the same 
with sediment.

On motion it was ordered that a pipe-sewer 
be laid on Third street, between L and M, 
and the Street Commissioner was directed to 
prepare specifications and advertise for sealed 
proposals for doing the work. 
BURNS’ SLOUGH DITCH.

Ward, notified the Board that M. M. Odell 
had offered to drain the water of Burns’ 
slough ditch iu any direction the Trustees 
considered best and to wait three years for 
his pay. After discussion the Board con­ 
cluded it had no power to take any action in 
the matter. 
Property owners residing east of Twenty- 
fourth street filed a protest against the con­ 
struction of a drain to carry the waters of 
Burns’ slough along Twenty-fourth street. 
No action was taken upon the subject by 
the Board. 
TENTH STREET RAILWAY, ETC. 
J. H. Miller, Secretary of the Street Rail­ 
way Company, appeared before the Board 
and asked that the order granting the com­ 
pany six months time in which to construct 
their line of road to the City Cemetery be 
amended so as to make the time one year. 
Laid over for one week. 
M. Kemp requested the Trustees to con­ 
struct a bridge over the drainage canal at 
Howell Clark’s place, for the convenience of 
residents in that locality. The matter was 
referred to the Street Commissioner, who 
will examine the premises and take such ac­ 
tion as the interests of all concerned seem to 
demand.

TWO SPECIMENS OF MANY THAT AF­ 
FLICT NEWSPAPER OFFICES. 


A Sacramentan R obbed.—The following 
account of a raid by a highwayman upon a 
Sacramento traveling agent, and his lucky 
escape—with only a hole in his hat, and an 
unpunctured suit of clothes, and with only $7 
out of pocket—is thus given in the Amador 
Ledger of last Saturday : “ Tuesday afternoon 
J. G. Davison, a young man traveling for 
the firm of Billingsley & Co., of Sacramento, 
was returning from Volcano on horseback. 
At a point about midway between Volcano 
and Pine Grove a man with face masked by 
a handkerchief stepped into the road, and, 
presenting a revolver at him, told him to 
hand over his money. At first Davison 
thought some one was playing a practical 
joke on him ; but this idea was soon dissi­ 
pated by the inqierious demands of the 
unknown 
interviewer. The commercial 
traveler, it would seem, had considerable 
money with him, and concluded it would 
bo best to make some show of complying 
with the demand. Putting his hand in or e 
of his side pockets he drew therefrom a $5 
gold piece and $2 in silver, and handed it to 
the highwayman. The latter took it, but 
was not to be shaken off so easily. He re­ 
marked : ‘That’s not all you’ve got; hand 
over the rest.’ Davison thereupon put his 
hand into his hind pocket for the purpose of 
drawing more coin. The movement, how­ 
ever, was differently interpreted by the road- 
agent. He evidently construed it as a war­ 
like demonstration, and considered it the 
sater plan to have the first shot himself. He 
fired; the ball went whizzing by the side of 
Davison’s face aud passed through the rim of 
his hat, doing him no injury. The discharge of 
the weapon frightened the horse, and off he 
started at full speed. In a few seconds the 
traveler was beyond the reach of the rubber’s 
weapon. He made good time to Jackson and 
reported the occurrence.” 
K earney's Case.—Denis Kearney was 
brought from the House of Correction to 
this city yesterday by Superintendent Pre- 
vost, in response to a writ of habeas corpus 
issued by the Supreme Court and which will 
be disposed of before the Supreme Court at 
2 P. M. to-day. Mr. Prevost is an officer of 
gentlemanly bearing, and treats his prisoner 
with a consideration which is pleasant to 
witness. Without relaxing his vigilance in 
the least he affords him all the liberty con­ 
sistent with duty, and puts himself to trouble 
in order to avoid the necessity of placing 
Kearney under lock and key so long as his 
case is yet undecided. Mr. Prevost knows 
that a jailer can be vigilant without ceasing 
to be a gentleman. 
Increase of F reights.—Since the iote 
heavy storm the amount of freight upon all 
railroads leading to and from Sacramento 
has very rapidly increased and the vicinity 
of the freight depot on Front street is at 
present a very lively portion of the city, as 
will be seen by a visit to that neighborhood 
at any time of the day.

ORGAN CONCERT. 
Some Account of a Large Instrument. 
At St. Rose's Church last evening the new 
organ, recently erected iu that church, was 
publicly tested in a vocal and instrumental 
concert, which proved a pleasure to all pres­ 
ent. The instrument is located in the new 
gallery of the church, and presents a 
handsome front of some eighteen feet 
and 
rising to 
the 
ceiling 
of the 
church. The front shows three sets of 
ornamental pipes, nine on either side and 
eleven in the center, the tops of each set fin­ 
ishing in a cone shape. The pipes are a blue- 
ish-gray tint, with relief of dark blue orna­ 
ments and heavy gold finish. They rest in a 
simple oaken frame formed by four square 
pilasters finishing at the top as pinnacles, 
and framed together by an ornamental hori­ 
zontal oaken bar supported by light brack­ 
ets. The beading, cornice and other finish 
is 
in 
imitation of 
black 
walnut. 
The organ is the largest in the interior of 
California. The organ was made by J. H. 
k G. S. Odell, of New York, and cost, when 
made and set up complete, about $6,000. 
It was put in place and by Mr. Schoenstein, 
of San Francisco. It has 1,400 pipes, two 
manuals and pedal bass, the latter embracing 
21 octaves. It has 27 stops. These are : Swell 
organ—Oboe, S feet; flageolet, 2 feet; sali- 
cional, 8 feet; bassoon, 8 feet; violina, 4 feet; 
yedaekt, 8 feet; bourdon bass, 16 feet; cor­ 
net, 3 rks.; flauto traverso, 4 feet; geigen 
principal, 8 feet; great to pedal, swell to 
great, swell to pedal—the last three mechani­ 
cal ; great organ trumpet, 8 feet; trocloth, 2$ 
feet; melodía, 7 feet; pedal bourdon, 16 
feet; mixture, 3 rks.; Wald Ante, 4 feet; 
pedal open diapason, 16 feet; super oc­ 
tave, 2 feet; octave, 4 feet; opendia 
pasm, 8 feet; tremoulant and calcant. 
The bellows are double. The organ is 
considered superior to that in the Con­ 
gregational Cliurcb, having about twice the 
capacity of the latter, and from the great 
number of stops is capable of producing many 
Brilliant and beautiful combinations. The 
finest stop in the instrument is the sali- 
cional, 8 feet, and the swell organ 
is the one capable of the best effects. 
The concert was simple, chaste and the se­ 
lections were given with a taste and careful­ 
ness creditable to every performer. A chorus 
of sixteen selected voices gave “ Gloria in 
Excelsis” with much effectiveness. Mr. 
Crandall sang with expression the tenor solo, 
“ Let Me Dream My Life Away.” Mrs. 
Fitch, for a soprano solo, gave in good voice 
and effectively, “ Nearer My God to 
Thee.”

sang the quartet “ Lord God Almighty,” io 
which Mr. Bien sang the bass solo with ex­ 
cellent effect. Mrs. Coppersmith won the 
first applause by the feeling with which she 
sang “ Ave Maria.” Mr. j’ritz followed with 
the bass solo “ Pro Peccatis,” from Stabat 
Mater, and was warmly applauded for his 
handling of the selection. Mrs. Copper­ 
smith, Mr. Bien, Mr. McNeill, Mr. Crandall 
and Mr. Beaumont followed in a quintet, by 
Abt—an extra number in the programme. 
Mrs. Fitch sang an extra number—“ Flee 
as a Bird.” 
The concert concluded 
with a chorus from “ Moses in Egypt,” which 
was given with strength and taste. All the 
vocalism evidenced long drill and much care. 
During the evening Mrs. Berkey, who was 
organist for the evening, played two organ 
solos. Both were given to show the full 
power and capacity of the instrument, and 
evinced familiarity with the organ, skillful 
fingering and good taste in the management 
of the stops. A second concert will be. given 
this evening, with an entire change of pro­ 
gramme, aud should draw a large congrega­ 
tion of people. It is unaccountable that in a 
parish with such a large membership as has 
St. Rose’s Church, so few attended the inau­ 
gural of the new organ last evening, for the 
weather was not so inclement as to make that 
a sufficient excuse for not tilling the church 
when the tickets were but 50 cents and the 
proceeds go towards paying for the new in­ 
strument.
